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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant lias amended claim 31 to recite "said spacer member" in lines 9 and 10. This expression lacks 
antecedent basis. In claim 31, the spacer member is not recited until line 11. This raises a new issue under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph. It appears that the material added to claim 31, lines 8-10 should be recited later in the claim, for example after "said skirt wall 
top plate" in line 14. Applicant has amended independent claims 16, 30 and 31 to recite that an end portion of the anode connection 
member is spaced apart from the skirt wall top plate by the spacer member. This limitation has not been previously presented and raises a 
new issue in comparing claims of a new scope with the prior art of record. Applicant's Remarks have been considered but are not deemed 
to be persuasive with respect to the claims prior to the proposed amendment. The rejection of the claims is considered to be proper for the 
reasons given in the final rejection of April 15, 2008 
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
